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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/30/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In pages 8-9 the applicant argues, Nishimoto applies "reverse wavelength dispersion" 
strictly to correct for errors resultant from dispersion in the optical channel. Where as, the 
applicant's invention intentionally introduces dispersion to the system not for correction 
purposes, but degrading dispersion for explicit purpose of causing error. Nishimoto does not 
teaches causing bit errors, "residual chromatic dispersion" refers to chromatic dispersion within 
the system, not the optical channel. 

The examiner disagrees, in paragraph 0065, Nishimoto described the process sweeping 
the wavelength dispersion value of the variable dispersion compensator 10 within a preset range; 
measuring the bit error information for each changes in the dispersion value; then the controlling 
circuit 13 determines the optimum dispersion value for the variable wavelength dispersion 
compensator 10. It is clear that for each applied wavelength dispersion value, the bit error 
changes; thus, there is a direct relationship between applied wavelength dispersion value and bit 
error. Also, as shown in figure 7 is an optical transmission system, which includes an optical 
sender and an optical receiver; thus, wavelength dispersion occurrences are within the optical 
transmission system shown in figure 7. 

Further, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., 
intentionally introduces dispersion to the system) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
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Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

In page 9 the applicant argues, Nishimoto teaches a compensating method; where as, the 
applicant's invention teaches a method for measuring. Thus, Nishimoto does not teach 
introducing chromatic dispersion. 

The examiner disagrees, as explained above, paragraph 0065 described the process of 
applying different wavelength dispersion values and measuring the bit error for each changes; 
then determines the optimum value of wavelength dispersion based on the measured bit error 
information. Thus, a person of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized that applying 
wavelength dispersion value is equivalent to introducing chromatic dispersion. Since, by 
definition wavelength dispersion is chromatic dispersion.
